ON BOARD THE POST-DISPATCH FLOOD RE- 
LieF Boat, ALTon, Ill., May 18.—At 5 0’clock 
yesterday morning we returned from Mis- 
sour! Point with the people we bad taken out 
of the bottoms and sent them with a guide to 
police headquarters, where the rescued are 
assigned to lodgings. All hands turned in 
fora short rest, for we had promised Nick 
Hosier that we would run up to Dora Slough 
in the morning to place the barge which the 
tug Reliance left there in a position to be 
loaded with stock and to arrange for 
the rescue of the inhabitants from their in- 
undated dwellings. Our ‘‘rest’’ was a nap 
of an hour and a half. Since leaving St. 
Louis the relief steamer has tied up only 
eight anda half hours, and this will give an 
idea ofthe demands which are made upon 
the boat for succor by those in affliction. 
Working with a double crew of two pllots, 
two engineers, two firemen, the relief boat is 
kept at work day and night, now taking 
away those in danger, now only transferring 
them toa knollor mound within, perhaps, a 
hundred feet of their houses, high enough to 
afford them protection at least for a while 
from the waters which here are still ris- 
ing. 

At 6:30 o’clock we were upand at 7 ready 
for the start. We were boarded by the spe- 
cial committee of the Alton Board of Trade, 
now constituting the Relief Committee, 
which had been assigned to the duty of 
furnishing us with information as to the 
localities where ald was required. The com. 
mittee consisted of Messrs. Mcinerny, Dorsey 
and OCuruy. 

A steam launch had cometo the city last 
hight while we were at Missouri Point to 
notify the committee that there were three 
families with their furniture and stock anx- 
fous to be taken to places of safety. Mr. Mc- 
Inerny said he had secured a barge which 
was lying across the river and he would have 
gates put around it to make it sultatle for the 
transportation of stock. 

Wethentoid him of the arrangement we 
had made to go to Dora Slough, which is 
three miles from the mouth of the Missour! 
River, and suggested that the barge be made 
ready while we were there in order to save 
time. The advisability of thiscourse was ap- 
parent. We brought the barge over to the 


only to beat our way for three miles, how- 
ever, and after a battle of half an hour we 
turned into Mobile Chute, to meet a current 
almostas strong, bearing straight against 
us. The relief boat’s powerful double com: 
pound engines fought her way up anda close 
lookout was kept for a signal to indicate 
where we should land. 

AS We Deared a long narrow stretch of wil- 
lows, rising out of the water, two miles from 
the entrance into the slough, we heard a 
shout. Our serviceable whistle answered 
and the call was repeated. 

**Some one is there,’’exclaimeda man on 
the cabin deck and the o:der to stop was 
given. 

**Lowertwo boats,’’ was the next com- 
mand andthe boatmen drew their skiffs to 
the deck’s edge and waited for the steam to 
come to a stop. 

*‘Let them go,’’ shouted the Captain, and 
with a good hard shove both light boats were 
sent into the waterand the boatmen leaped 
into them and caught up the oars in time to 
prevent the treacherous current from swing- 
ing them head down and making a turn nec- 
essary. They struck offfcr the willows and 
the reliefcorps onthe boat used glasses to 
discover if possible who was there. We 
found what we supposed to be a man bouy- 
ing himself up on a log, but by the time the 
boats were half way over he had floated 
down through an opening in the willows 
and disappeared. The boats went through 
the submerge(l island but found no one 
and returned only to increase our wonder. 
That someone had shouted was sure, but it 
seemed strange that he could not be found. 
We hauled inthe boats, however, and con- 
tinued our way up the chute. We soon dis- 
covered the mystery which had been puzzling 
us. Around a point, and bearing almost due 
north, we oDtained a view of a house which 
had been hidden by a grove of trees, and 
later we saw our will-o’-the-wisp man row- 
ing toward the house. He had hailed us to 
let us know that we had found the right 
place and then pulled off for the house to no- 
tify the others that we had come. 

Half a mile ahead of us, moored ina grove, 
we saw the barge and ina few minutes drew 
up alongside, ran out our hawsers and made 
fast. 

RESCUE WORK IN DORA SLOUGH. 

As soon as the Post-DIsSPaTcH relief boat

tew yards from its bows in fact, completely 
washed away. It was at this corner that 
the rush of the fliood from the Mis- 
sourt entered the village. The spread of 
the current was something almost phenome- 
nal. It whizzed pest the trees, a veritable 
torrent, the break in its swift sweep causing 
a long wake of foam behind every obstacle 
that it encountered. 

Haif way along the length of this rail 
fence towards the village, there were tied 
to stout posts a motley live-stock collection,

came the focal pointfor a number of skilffs 
loaded to the gunwales with flooded vil- 
lagers. The first skiff, the advance guard of 
the helpless little community, had put out 
diagonally across the submerged hamlet ina 
northeasterly direction and arrived at the 
barge at the same time as did the relief boat. 
This skiff contained young Christ Horst- 
man, JFr., a son of the well-to- 
do German farmer after whom 
the grove was named, and John Teger, 
whose family are driven from their home by 
the Moodand are now domiciied with the 
Horstmans. The scene following their 
arrival, whenthe various skiffs and scows 
began mobilizing on the Post-DIsPATCH 
flood-relief boat, was strikingly picturesque, 
a desolate flood panorama which, once seen, 
could never be forgotten. 

It had the inundated village itself fora 
background. Distant farthest to the south 
from the relief boat stood the Horstman farm 
house, a commodious homestead two stories 
in height with along sloping brown roof and 
old-fashioned galleries running entirely 
around the house. The flood reached tothe 
floor of the second story of this house, and 
stretched away over wide acres of the richest 
farm lands inallthe rich Columbia Bottom, 
now a waste of muddy yellow water. Tothe 
right of the Horstman farm house, and prob- 
ably about fifty yards distant, was the barn, 
a wreck, one side of which was torn com. 

nef out by the washing of the waves that 

owed through its breadth. In the lower 
partof the barn, ona raised flooring, were 
tethered a number of horses body-deep in the 
water, neighing and stamping about uneasily 
amidsttheir strange surroundings. But it

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strangest picture was to be seen. A quan- 
tity of hay was stored there, andon top of 
the hay stooda handsome bay horse.

Three days 
the horse bad occupied this exa!ted position, 
and, probably owing tothe fact that he was 
right in the midst of ail the food-supply Kept 
sto inthe barn, he seemed to be perfect 
content with his quarters. 

To the frontofthis barn rose the lden 
pyramid of an enormous stack of 
against which the flood washed witha = 
ing, rustling sound like the falling ofa t 
or iea 
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and at that point also the wives of the 
villagers were gathered on an improvised 
rait, watching the Post-Dispatcu relief 
boat with wistful eyes. They were 
afreid to be brought nearer to the 
boat, unless abandonment of the viilage 
should be decided on, owing tothe danger of 
stemming the flerce current that swept into 
the settlement at the place where Dora 
Slough passed the extreme corner of the little 
hamlet, 

Among the typical gatherings and groups 
of ordinary farm life, however, the total ab- 
sence from view of all poultry and hogs was 
noticeuble. These were all within doors, liv- 
ing for the time with the villagers them- 
selves. In one instance, indeed, this 
consideration for their live stock 
led to bovine entertainment in 
one of the farm-houses. The dinitng-room of 
William Bene’s dwellingis at present occu- 
pied by four Jersey cows and a buil, their 
muffled lowing and bellowing floating out 
from the residence as though in protest 
against the unexpected honor oftheir envir- 
onment. 

SAVING LIVES WITH SKIFFS. 


The visits of the skiffsto the Post-Dts- 
PATCH relief boat madeaecene suggestive of 
Canadian ranid-shooting. They came into 
view from the village manned by at least 
two, anda sometimes four, sturdy 
oarsmen, The first half of their 
progress, made through the comparatively 
still waters in the central portion of the vil- 
lage was easy work, but as they neared the 
crevasse through the little levee onthe edge 
of Dora Slough it became decidedly ticklish. 
In one instance the occupants of a heavy, 
blunt-bowed scow were unable to stem the 
current, and found themselves being washed 
back intothe village despite their vigorous 
use of the oars. Fortunately, however, they 
were already onthe high ridge made by the 
slope of the levees, and one or 
their crew, lucky enough to wear 
high rubber boots sprang overboard 
and grasping the bvat’s bow, while his com- 
pease plied the oars, the skiff was finally 

rought alongside the PostT-DIsPaATCcH relief 
boat. Asecond crew, approaching the visi- 
tors from outside the rall fence to the right, 
after unavailing efforts to make headway 
against the flood-current, gave up the at- 
tempt to use the oars, and drifting rapidly to 
within grasp of the fence, pulled the boat 
along by using the rail uprights for a pur- 
chase for the hands. When the open gate was 
reached,through which the water rushed like 
amlll stream, despite all their efforts the 
skiff! was dashed through like a chip. It 
whirled, circling towards the barge to which 
the relief boat was moored, but just before 
reaching it filled by a sudden turn caused by 
the swiftness of the current, and sank under 
the three oarsmen almost before they knew 
that the water had poured intoit. The depth 
of the flood on the ievee top, however, was 
only about three feet, and beyond a thorough 
wetting the men suffered no injury from their 
mishap. They climbed aboard the relief 
boat, dripping likea trio of human water- 
spaniels. 

THE RELIEF BOAT A GODSEND. 

The joy with which the arrival of the Post- 
DISPATCH relief-boat was hailed was touch- 
ing in its significance of the helpless and des- 
perate plight of the villagers of Horstmwan's 
Grove. Young Horstman, as he approached 
in the first skiff, called out: 

‘*Hello, there! Maybe we ain’t- glad to see 
you!’’ 

Then heclambered aboard the barge and 
came to the steamer’s sides. rn 

‘*‘We’re all glad to go,’’ he satd, ‘*but, 
mister, we hate to leave our stock to die in 
the fooa. Can’t you get that away for us, 
too?’ 

‘*Yes, we can and will,’’ was the reply. 

‘*We'll pay you any price for gettin the 
stock away,’’ said young Horstman. *‘it'sa 
matter of many dollars for us,ican tell you. 

‘‘We won’t take your stock away for 
money,’’ the anxious young German was 
told, But we'll doit for ngthing. This Is a re- 
lief boat sent out by the PosT-VISPATOH. 

004 of thanks and expressions of grati- 
tude followed this amnouncement. Then a 
conference began as to the method by which 
the live stock could be brought to the barge. 

‘Oan you swim the animals down to this 
point?’’ the villagers were asked. 

‘*No, that can’t be done,’’ was the prompt 
reply. ‘‘It is inst the current all the way, 

break loose and half of them 
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the Neri the best means of assisting 
them, and although they were desperate to 
esca from the flood they could suggest no 
teasible method. Yet almost the very next 
question addressed to them showed that 
there was a solution to the problem. 

**You say that the relief boat will have to 
get close to Horstman’s place to get your 
stock on board?’” 

‘*Yes, that’s the only way it can be done.’”’ 

‘*Well, isn’t thefe a sagt or deep water 
running around from jus below tere toa 
point near Horst *s?”” 

UP TO HORSIMAR’S SLOUGH. 

**Yes, there is for @ fact,’*" came the unex- 
pected answer. 

‘*We hadn’t thought of if because you’ll 
have to go down a t amile back of where 
you are now to at’ mouth of the 
slough. Then you @an follow it up, and 
it stops almost at Horgtman’s house.’’ 

This reply cleared away the aifficulties of 
the situation and made the rescue of the littie 
flooded community and ite treasured live- 
stock a certainty. The plan of rescue was 
explained to the villagers, who were told 
that the relief steamer would take the barge 
around to the other slongh, Where the stock 
could be driven and loaded into it, while the 
Villagers and their families would be taken 
aboard the steamer. They were overjoyed 
atthe prospect, and three skiffs instantly 
started back to carry the glad news to their 
waiting companions. The relief steamer 
swung out from its mo@orings, taking the 
barge with her, and began the mile journey 
to the ‘‘Horstman Slougm.’’ 

It was about 11 o’cldi when this slough 
was entered, and it w@p at once discovered 
that the relief steamer could not go the entire 
length ofthe slough, owing to obstructions 
Inits channel.

The barge was cast off from the steamer, and 
then its heavy progress toward Horstman’s 
began. it wasa slow task, and the men in 
charge worked like beavers, but at last the 
relief boat watchers had the pleasure of see- 
ing the barge tied up to the trees near Horst- 
man’s house, where it was taken in charge 
by the villagers. The men from the relief 
steamer reported back on board, and the 
preparations for loading the stock into the 

arge could be plainly seen. This was a ee 
that would take all afternoon, and the relief 
steamer had already promised to visit the 
flood sufferers in Brickhouse Slough, about 
sixteen miles away, atnoon. The little com- 
munity at Horstman’s had previously been 
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told that while the loading ofthe live stock 


ofrelief and volunteers were not wanting 
who placed themselves at the disposal of 
either the PosT-DISPATCH ex tion or of 
their own Home Committee. Everybody 
yesterday realized the full extent ofthe awful 
calamity which has overtaken the dwellers 
Pe the marshes on either side of the two great 
vers. 

After a short delay we again set out, this 
time for Brick House Slough, about ten miles 
above the mouth of the Missouri River, on 
the Missouri side. At the mouth of this 
slough the tworivers approach within three 
miles of each other at ordinary stages of 
water, but they are now not more than one 
mile apart, nearly the whole country be- 
tween them being flooded, Here and therea 
little knoll rises picturesquely out of the 
waste, and on these many have fied with 
their belongings for shelter and safety. Out 
ofthe water rise tall trees, with here and 
there an open space, signifying that 
here was a farmer’s ruin. In 
these open spaces were stacks of hay 
some of them only just peeping above the 
surface as if ashamed of their temerity in 
daring to stand up against their watery foe. 
At these places the water was comparatively 
still, the current being mainly felt inthe 
sloughs and other natural channels. The 
distant baying ofa hound would often give 
the clue to the whereabouts of the farm- 
houses and often shouts were heard through 
the woods indicating that humanity had not 
yet deserted its own, but was still gto | 
with disaster. The foliage hungthick an 
high along the sloughs and only by the nar- 
row lane of trees coulda we distinguish the

On this trip the Post-DIsPpATCH Relief Expe- 
dition met its first disaster. As the boat 
moved out from the wharf and headed for 
midstream a threatening cloud hung Diack 
and heavy in the Western sky. Rain and 
wind, besides thunder and lightning, were 
seen in this disagreeable object with which 
the people of the lowlands are already too 
familiar. 

But Mr. Richtman and Capt. Truax laughed 
at this exhibition of bad temper on the part 
of the weatner clerk. 

‘*‘This is nothing,’’ said Mr. Richtman, as 
the steamer entered the slough. ‘*I have 
steamboated in bayous and know just whatto 
do in these places. 

The Mississippi River was soon lost to sight 
and the forest closed in upon the steamer on 
every side. It was literally a voyage over- 
land. Atthe mouth the slough is about 250 feet 
wide, but it soon closed inand in places was 
not more than forty or fifty feet from one line 
of treestothe other. Capt. Bruner was at 
the wheel, with Capt. Truax on the hurri- 
cane deck, and Engineer Richtman, with his

Every five minutes the whistle blew cheer- 
fully to remind any forgotten unfortunates 
that relief was at hand if they wanted it. But 
no answering shouts came back. Several 
families, huddled in their little homes, were 
halled by Capt. Truax through openings in 
the woods, but they were all comparatively 
well situated and preferred to stay where 
they were.

was under way the relief steamer would pro- 
ceed to Brickhouse Slough and arrange for 
the taking away of refugees from that 
district and then returnto Horstman’s. So, 
with farewell shouts and waving of hats the 
desolate scene at Horstman’s was aban- 
doned for the time being, and the Post-D1s- 
PATCH relief steamer started on the river 
trip to Brickhouse . Slough. A stir 
wind was isch as the steamer once 
more entered the wide flood of the Mississippi, 
and the water was unusually rough. Butthe 
powerful steamer boomed rapidly along 
towards Alton, where a momentary stop was 
to be made en route4o Brickhouse Slough. 
An experience of narrow escape from total 
shipwreck was awaiting her, which, if her 
staff of Post-DISPATCH Correspondents and 
artists could have known by premonition, 
would have somewhat clouded the satisfac- 
tion felt over the success Of the preparations 
for the moving away of the flooded commu- 
nity at Horstman’s.

A PERILOUS VOYAGE, 


Steamboating Among Trees in Brick- 
House Bayou. 

Ox BOARD THE PoST-DISPATCH FLOOD RE-

All eyes on the boat were turned tothe bows 
and reporters and their Alton friends ex- 
changed speculations. touching the question 
how far a Mississippi River boat could sall 
inland without getting into aiffiiculties. But 
no trouble came although the foliage often 
brushed the guards and the heavy over- 
hanging boughs were grazed by the steamer 
as she moved steadily forward on her 
mission. Again did Capt. Truax and 
Mr. Richtman smile their confidence in 
answer to questions from ee Poets. 
But at last even they were forced to yield to 
a heavy raft of driftw and making fast 
the steamer a skiff was launched with instruc- 
tionsto proceed to the objective point of 
the expedition and warn the sufferers that 
delay might occur, and that we were coming 
to their ald as soon as an opening could be 
made in the ugly black mass of eee | tim- 
ber.

THE FLATBOAT SANK.

The rising waters, the clouded skies of the 
night and the heavy rains of to-day robbed 
the unfortunate people of the hope they 
mursed yester‘ay. 

With the water steadily mountinz, its rise 
marked on the walls of their little homes, 
predictions of receding waters bring little 
comfort to the people. 

Merchants on ’Change are receiving word 
of distress at various places; the city author- 
ities are receiving calls; the matter 
\s being made the subject of 
city, State and army consideration, but with- 
out result, It is too difficult to get in motion 
the machinery for doing good, 

Last night word was received atthe City 
Halil that 500 persons on the ridge east of the 
American Bottoms, southwest of LeUeville, 
were without foodor shelter and suffering 
from hunger. 

A conference was held at the Southern 
Hotel between Mayor Noonan, the mes- 
Sengers from the Bluffs and the Quarter- 
master of the United States Army at Jeffer- 
gon Barracks, who was called upon to lend 
some tents and supplies. The conference was 
adjourned to get more information concern- 
ing the exact condition of the flood victims. 
Atthe agreed hour the parties tothe con- 
ference failed to reassemble, and nothing 
was done, During the night Mayvr Webber 


of Belleville telegraphed to the Post-Dis- 4 


PATCH telling of the situation of the people 
back of the American Bottoms. Orders were 
Sent at once to tho PosT-DISPaTcu Relief 
Boat, anda detachment was sent to Belle- 
ville, whereat wagons were hired in 
edvance and loaded with bread, meat and 
coffee and the few utensils for cooking which 
would be of service in their surroundings. 
The Post-DisratTcu party drove out of lelle- 
Ville t> the point nearest the submerged 
Mobile & Ohio tracks in the American Bot- 
toms, from which most of the refugees came, 
At 8p. m. the messengers had not yet 
returned from the distressed families, as the 
point is only reached after a ten-mile drive, 
Dut the people will be given the relief by the 
Post-DisPaTCH party to-day. 

From Kimmswick, Mo., come reports of 
terrible suffering at a point opposite, onthe 
Missouri shore. 

Food supplies are giving out in the little 
places isolated by the water, and the suffer- 
ing will doubtless be great.

THE COMING RISE. 


For Ten Deys More the River Will Play 
Havoc. 

Just as Observer W. H. Hammon and his 
corps of printers were inthe midst of thelr 
bulletin work this morning, running the 
maps off their press, while clerks held open 
the mail bags below, waiting for the impor- 
tant signals the trains were to distribute, the 
telephone bell near the table where the men 
were working rang violently. One of the 
observers answered. Amember of a Levee 


firm was at the other end of the wire. 
‘*What’s the river golngtodo?’’ he asked, 
lhe man at the telephone repeated the 


question to Observer Hammon, ‘*Tell him it 
will @ise between six inches and a foot 
more,’’ 

‘*What’s that!’* the inquirer at the other 
end exclaimed, as he heard the answer. 

**six inches or a foot,’’ repeated the man in 
the Signal office, 

**Good Lord!’’ was the dolorous reception 
the news wot at the other end of the line. 
By noon every river man manon the Levee 
had heard the news, and all the captains had 
long faces, They expected other things, 
aithough they began to fear when 
the rains broke over the city 
lastnight. The telephone wire leading into 
the signal office was burdened with inquliries 
allday. Observer Hammon had a very seri- 
ous face when a Post-DISPATCH reporter saw 
him at noon, pouring over his maps and dis- 
patches. ‘‘Ve'’reinforalong siege of it,’’ 
said he, ‘*‘but the people below will 
fare worse. There lave been heavy 
rains all over Arkansas, low.’ and 
South Dakota. AnD average of 242 
inches has fallen in Arkansas in the past 
twenty-four bours, halfan inch in Western 
lowa and aninchin the whole State on an 
average. Nearly threeinches has fallen in 
VUmahainthe past forty-eight hours. The 
clearing weather conditions have reached the 
eastern end of Kansasand the Dakotas and 
the western edge of lowa, and extend west 
as faras we haveany reports. The rainfall 
in St. Louls in the past twenty-four hours 
has been half an inchandis moving eastward. 
In the present condition of theriver rain- 
fallofaninch here meansa rise of a foot, 
without considering the effect of the rains 
above. The clearing weather conditions 
wWillreach the Mississippi! Valley to-night, 
and we wili have two or three days at least 
ofiair weather. Isee no reason to auntici- 
pate further rain immediately. Had it not 
een forthe rain the river would have reached 
its crestat St. Louls by to-day and would not 
have gone beyond 3).8 feet, but the fall of 
halfon inch here will bring on another rise 
inthe river. How much exactly 1 can’t tell. 
When the rise here caused by this rain stops 
the heavier rainsup above in the Missouri 
valley will preventany fall of the river for 
ten days at least, and it will remain station- 
ary somewhere near the 386-foot marx for 
that length of time, If there are no more 
beavy rains it willthen begin to go down.’’ 


PROF. RULSELL’S FORECAST. 


The Warning Sent Out by the Flood Fore- 
caster at Washington. 

Following is the special bulletin of warn- 
ing prepared by Flood Forecaster Thomas 
tussell at Washington and distributed from 
St. Louis to-day toall the river points: 

The threatening aspect of the outlook to- 
day, May 17, for the,lower Mississippi Val- 
ley has deepened in the past forty-eight 
hours as rexszards the prospect for intensity 
and duration of the impending Mood. With 
the water in sight matters stand about as fol- 
lows: 

There has been a rainfall of 2.20 incues 
along the Missouri River from Kansas City to 
Pierre, and 2.50 inches along the Arkansas 
from Fort Smith to Little Rock. The rainfail 
in Iowa, Missouri and Illinois, and along the 
Upper Mississippi averages over one inch, 
The present high stage of the Missouri at 
Kansas City, 21.7 feet, a fall of one 
foot since yesterday, will be maintained 
for some time, and may even § in- 
crease in the next three days. The Upper 
Mississippi at Dubuque, witha stage of 10.9 
feet to-day, has risen two feet in the past five 
days. At St. Louls the very high stage of 35.3 
feet prevails, there being a rise of five feet in 
the past five days. The rate of rise has slack- 
ened. ‘The prospects are that the rise will 
continue one foot more and the hich stage 
will be maintained for sometime. The Ohlo 
has begun to rise, the stage at Cincinnati 
being 22.5 feet. The present Ohio rise 
will not be of muchimportance., The Cum.- 
berland is atalow staywe. The Tennessee is 
low. At Cairothe river is at a stage of 41.8 
feet to-day, having risen 5.8 feet in the past 
seven days. The rate of rise at Cairo has 
falien off in the past day. It is not 
expected the stage will 20 £=above 
43 feet in the next two days. 
it will continue stationary, however, 


at the high stage, and it remains to be seen 
yet what will occur with the Missouri! flood. 


‘The stage of the river at Memphis Is 31.4 feet 
to-day, a rise of .2 feet since yesterday. 
There had beena fall of 1.3 in the four days 
preceding. The rise will continue, and in the 
next five days the stage willreach 33.5 feet. 
The Arkansas River rose 13.4 feet at 
Fort smith yesterday, and is at the 

stage of 80.2. The stage at 
Little Kock is 25.6 and rising, and a stageof 


80 feet may be expected by May 20. The stage 
of the river at Vicksburg is 49.3 feet and 


has 
begun to fall, It may continue to fall fora 
few days, but it is not likely to go much if 


any below 48 feet before the effect of the rise 
at Cairo and Little Rock will be felt. 


The re- 
cent rise at Cairo would be sufficient to in- 


crease the stage at Vicksburg, atits present 


height by 1,6 feet in the next ten days. 
The rise at Little Rock of 4 feet in 
the past five days, and the anticipated ad- 


ditional rise of over five feet will be sufficient 


in the next eight days to add two more feet 
to the Vicksburg stage. The waste water in 
sight justifies a bellef that the stage at Vicks- 
burg would increase to about fifty-one feet if 
the levees were high enough to hold the 
water, The highest stage the levees are con- 
sidered capable of withstanding is 49.5 feet. 

**The paints of greatest danger below,’’ said 
Observer Hammon Aeeny & commenting upon 
this bulletin, ‘‘are from below the mouth of 
the Arkansas City to New Orleans. The levees 
as they are at present will not be able to hold 
the water which is on its way down. That is 
why I was s0 anxious to get the bulletin out 
60 that those people might get warning.’’

Manutacturers Taking Measures to Meet

One of the best points of vantage for ob- 
serving the wreckage that the flood has 
wrought in North St. Louis ig at the corner of

panoramic in its effects, 


are almost bewlidering to the eye unac- 
guainted with river sights. The first scene on 
the river is the lumber yards of the Knapp, 
stout & Co, Company, Here more than 
6,000,000 feet of lumber are floating around, 
forming what looks like a monster raft. Col. 
John Doughlass, the manager 
estimates that 

the replling, assort- 
ing and washing the lumber will not be less 
than $12,000 or $14,000. Itis the heaviest loss 
of the kind ever sustained in North St. Louls. 
Looking northeast from the yards is seen 
Bissell’s Point, Venice like, in fifteen feet of 
Water. It is three blocks out from the

clump of big cotton wood trees, whose great 
branches and thick follage shade it, it looks 
not unlike an island. A PosT-DISPATCH re-

could inconvenience them. But the basins, 
coal sheds and power-houses are all sur- 
rounded with 10 feet of water except the 
high service engine-house at Second street 
and East Grand avenue. Leonard Ainsley 
and the Philip Gruner & Bros. Lumber Co, 
cannot do anpthing with their overfiowed 
yards until the river falls five or sixfeet. It 
will cost them $1,500 to straighten up the piles 
and getthemin shape again for the retail 
trade, Last the Mississippi Glass Works, 
Second and Angelica street the river 
has worked its way in through a 
sewer and flooded the gas generating rooms, 
but no damage resulted, as Col. A. L. Rowe, 
the manager, took the precaution to have all 
of the valuable beits and portable machinery 
removed before the water made tts entrance. 
This anticipation was worth several thousand 
dollars to the company. Yesterday 
Col. Rowe telegraphed to the World’s 
Fair at Chicago to have them remove from 
the factory yards $50,000 worth of glass for the 
fair buildings that was endangered by the 
encroactting waters. The glass is being 
loaded out to-day on twenty flat cars. North 
and east from Grand avenue there is nothing 
but water to be seen. The river is ten 
miles wide in many places. The water 
is dotted here and there with the wreck of a 
forsaken home and the tops of some great 
forest trees. North of this point about seven 
miles is where the POsT-DISPATCH Relief Boat 
accomplisheda great work of humanity in 
saving life and property. From Ferry street 
south to Harrison the water is 
scarcely a hand’s reach from leaving its con- 
fines and going over Hall street, along which 
are thetracks of Merchants’ Terminal and 
St. Louls Transfer Railroads, Probably 
another foot will cover it. This would flood 
allof the territory back toa point withina 
couple hundred feet of Second street, which 
runs paraliel with Hall street. Sucha deluge 
of water in that section would result in a loss 
that can hardly be estimated. In fact, hero 
lies the chief danger of an additional rise, so 
far as the St. Louls side of the river 
is concerned, In the’ territory are 
located the Lothman-Hafner Manufacturing 
Co., the Huttig Sash and Door Co., the St. 
Louls Saw Mill, the Niedringhaus Bros.’ 
Rolling Mills, Buck’s Stove and Range Co., 
the Mallinkrodt Chemical Works, the Me- 
chanics’ Planing Mill, the Knapp, Stout & Co, 
Company’s planing mill, the North 
St. Louis Tannery and the Mississippi Glass 
works. Between here and New Boston Bay 
there are 10,000,000 feet of rafted lumber tied 
upin sloughs waiting for‘an opportunity to 
come in, but when it will be safetodosoisa 
matter of much uncertainty. When the 
water does fall the landings will be 
covered with anywhere from 3 to 
5 feet of a ceposit of sticky mud 
and this with piles of flood debris scattered 
all along them will put them in a more de- 
plorable plight. The tirms who have rafted 
lumber and waiting for an opportunity to 
come in are the Knapp, Stout & 
Co. Company, 300,000,000 feet; Eau Claltre- 
St. Louis Lumber Co., 1,000,000 feet; Philip 
Gruner & &ro.s’ Lumber Co., 2,500,000 
feet; Schulenberg & Boeckeler Lumber Co., 
2,000,000 feetof lumber and _ 1,000,000 feet of 
logs; Stern & Nohlman, 2,000,000 feet; John J, 
Ganahl Lumber Co., 1,000,000 feet, and Jahn 
Whitney, 700,000 feet. 

A big sewer leading up Salisbury street 
from the river let go at9o’clock this morn- 
ing and began pouring outan immense vol- 
ume or water. The break occurred in the 
rear of the Mechanics’ planing mill on Salis- 
bury near second and seriously threatened 
to inundate the surrounding factories and 
the Knapp, Stout & Co. company’s 
yards at Hall and Salisbury streets, 
where 80,000 feet of luinber 
is plled, It wag only by a determined fight 
that the flow of the food was thwarted 
at all, and then only by hastily 
building a dam in charge of John J. 
Fictcher, Assistant Superintendent of the 
Union stock Yards. Mr. Edw. Mallinckrodt 
of the Mallinckrodt Ghemical-works and 
vanayver Vancleve of Buck’s Stove and 
Ranyge-works had a conference at noon and 
decided to bulld an embankment facing the 
Mallinckrodt works on Salisbury’ street,

The area below the car shops was one sheet 
of water, extending down to and beneath the 
trestles of the Merchants’ Bridge. ‘The cur- 
rept was upward and Mr, arks stated 
that the water was from a 
2530 - foot break in the Clover 
Leaf track near the east end of the Brooklyn 
Dike. The water poured through the open- 
ing down through Venice and then north- 
ward, toward the Madison Elevator which 
was totally surrounded, and thence onward 
into the lumber yard and the erection shop 
of the Madison Car Works, 

A giance to the far southeast with the

THE BREAK IN HORSESHOE LAKE, 

Tothe northeast the glass opens to view 
a silvery streak of water. Itis the bDreak in 
the Horseshoe Lake, which occurred to-day, 
and has added to the sorrows of 
the people. the opinion is widespread 
in Madison that things are in a 
bad plight. Dangers have multiplied 
too rapidly to allow the Chicago & Aiton 
track to have as much of the anxious atten- 
tion of the citizens as was given to 
that danger-point yesterday, but the in- 
crease is undiminished, and if the break 
occurs, the people are prepared for a hasty 
retreat. The horses of the Madison Car Co, 
are ready for instant use and the office fur- 
niture is stacked for immediate removal, 

THE DIKE PATROL OUTWITTED. 

The Brooklyn dike, Which the citizens of 
Venice and Madison have patrolied with guns 
for several days and nights to guard 
against any attempt of the negroes 
of Brooklyn to dynamite it and open 
the flood gates upon Venice and Madison, 
will be taken In the rear and probably over- 
whemled by the water from the north, In 
the high waters of 1833, the citizens 
of Venice cut the dike and swamped the 
negroes of Brooklyn. Many of the colored 
people of Brooklyn have hastened to Madison 
and come to live with their city cousins. A 
crowd of them came over this morning. 
almost filling a Broadway car on their way 
down town. They discussed, in a jocular 
manner, the flooded condition of their burg, 
and rehearsed the trials and dangers of 
drowning which have threatened them, 

Main street is now covered with water 
from one end tothe other, with the excep- 
tion of the crossings at Ferry street, Kerr 
street and the Edwardsville road. Pedes- 
trians cannot make the passage along the 
sidewalk without passing through water. 
Several families who have been livingin box 
cars in the C, & A. yards since Sunday were 
taken to Alton yesterday, as the water was 
becoming too deep to allow them to remain 
on the tracks. A number of families have 
also left Madison for St. Louis. 

The well at Rode’s Corner caved in Sunday 
night, taking a part of the sidewalk away. 
The merchants have the greatest difficulty 
in supplying customers with goods, as com- 
munication ts cut off by all routes except the 
Merchants’ bridge and the service by that 
route is slow. Goodsare being delivered to 
customers by boat in true Venetian style. 
The town abounds in small boatsof all des- 
criptions and they are constantly in use. All 
available dry land on Main:-street is occupied 
bya motley herd of horses, mules, cattle, 
pigs and poultry, which the rising waters 
constantly huddle more closely together. 
Most of the citizens have already re- 
moved thelr stock to higher ground at 
Stalling’s Station, Kinder, or St. Louis. 
The Y. M. ©, A. rooms are occupied by a 
family and in an enclosure on the sidewalk 
infront of the building aretwo pigs. The 
public schools are closed and a number of 
families installed in the school building. 
The town its in darkness, the electric light 
plant having ceased operations Saturday 
night, and trains no longer run to East St. 
Louis and the ferryboat ceased running Fri- 
day. Postmaster Fechte received but one 
mail yesterday and sent outnone, The corner 
stone of St. Mark’s Catholic School Is an- 
nounced to be laid Sunday with imposing 
ceremonies but the floods are likely to cause 
a postponement, as many persons would find 
itimpossible toatiend. On Gabaret Island 
of over one thousand acres but one-quarter 
ofan acre remains above water, which com- 
rises the corners of the Fisher, Schank and 
‘epper farms. The familtesof Ernest Moer- 
line, Louls Gimble, Henry Cremer, Christ 
Cremer and Freda Kassing are stili onthe 
island with their horses and cattle. They 
are cut off from communication with the 
mainiand and areinacriticalcondition. All 
the houses on the island are in the water. 

On Carr Island Gabriel Pepper still re- 
mains, though his-house is entirely sur- 
rounded by water and nota foot of land is 
visible on the whole island. Besides the 
house nothing can be seen except the green 
tops of trees and a few blades of wheat. In 
addition to losing his entire growing crop 
Mr. Pepper lost 800 bushels of wheat stored in 
his granary. Fred Beckmann also lost 2,500 
bushels of wheat and corn, 

At Kinder, west ofthe ©. & A. tracks, the 
houses on the Wulfmeyer and Kohl tracts are 
standing five feet above the water with an 
extensive tract of land. Henry Forsieck, 
who occuples the ‘latter, sheltered four 
families and twenty-two head of stock Sun- 
day night. This land was not submerged in 
1858, and at Kinder Hes the only spot in the 
neighborhood not overflowed in 1844, This 
comprised the homesteads of George and 
Calvin Kinder, the former north and the 
latter west of the Kinder Church. The water 
crossed the Edwardsville road at the Five- 
mile House yesterday rendering that road 
impassable, and it is filling Up against the 
Jacksonviile Southeastern tracks. The choice 
wheat and potato lancs of the Bottom are 
now overflowed, and the many farmers 
will be almost ruined. Excellent fishing 
abounds and buffalo fish weighing from 
twenty-five to fifty pounds were caught on 
Main street Monday. Fish as large as a 
man’s body have been taken in, but broke 
the net and escaped. A number of smail 
houses that have been standing In the water 
forsome days became loosened from their 
foundations and started down stream yester- 
day. 

Brooklyn is alsheet of water with the excep- 
tion of a crescent-shaped ridge running from 
the Baptist Church in the north end of town 
south and west to a point a short distance be- 
low the new turn hall.

ing the New Madison levees. He says the 
company has done allinits powerto hold 
the water back from the town. When Maj. 
Rainwater ofthe Merchants’ Bridge & Ter- 
minal Co. became aware of the condition of 
affairs he sent word to Mayor Charles S. Keen 
of New Madison and told nim to spare no ex- 
poaee in repairing the levee and protectin 
hetown. Men have beenin the employ o 
the company ever since the flood piling sacks 
along the levee, and building up embank- 
ments. 


AT EAST ST, LOUIS. 


The Situation Growinzr More Serious 


Every Hour. 

The situation in East St. Louis presents 
quite a serious aspectand the prospects are 
that before morning, if the worst that is ex- 
pected should come to pass, the entire city 
will be inundated. The water is gradually 
pressing its way overthe Vandalia Line and 
only lacks a few inches of running over 
the Oo & MM. dike. Both roads 


are entirely submerged on the Island and no 
trains venture out into the widening waters. 
South of the city the backwaters of the Mis- 
sissippi and the Cahokia Creek have broken 
over the Air Line dike and the water Is slowly 
but surely advancing toward the main water, 
that is siowly creeping Overthe O. & M. dike 
on the south side, The 

the low grounds is ull 

water and not ae single family iniabit 
that portion of the city. East st. Louis is 
situated as it never was before and on the 0.& 
M. dike, which threatens to break at any mo- 
ment, depends the future existence of the 
town. 

lf this dike gives way the water will sub- 
merge the town in fifteen minutes and the in- 
habitants will have to be rescued in the most 
convenient way possible. Over the Short 
Line from Kast St. Louis to 
Belleville there is nothing but 
water to e seen and the families 
residing in this district are moving out the 
best way possibie. 

the Vandalia Line at 12:30, run fifty cars of 
rock out on its submerged line to prevent it 
being washed away and the O, & M. will fol- 
low suit to-night. 

‘*The situation is. very pblue,’’ said a resi- 
dent of the East Side toa Post-DIsPaTCH fre-

twenty years. as there will not be a foot of 
land to seen in East St. Louis.’’ 

HHundreds of men are at work along the 
bank of the Cahokia Creek endeavoring to 

revent the creek from submerging the city 

rom the west, but theirattempts will prove 
futile if the river rises two inches higher. If 
the Mississippi River continues to rise as it 
has in the last fortnight East St. Louis will be 
no more before to-morrow night, but on the 
other hand, if the river remains at a stand- 
still, there is no danger anticipated unless the 
O. & M. dyke breaks away, which will term- 
inate in the same result. 

The city is now threatened from the east 
and south. From the river to the bluffs four 
miles east there is a sea of water 
soutb of the railroad tracks. For 
two miles or more out of 
the city this body of water is held in check 
by the Cairo Short Line road bed, but further 
on eastit hasfoundan outlettothe north 
through the railway culverts at 
Centerville station. The water which 
reached Centerville station early 
yesterday morning deepened rapidly all day 
and during the night aud 
result showed in the fact that Pittsburg Lake, 
just beneath the bluff, had been 
transformed into a sea. the 
water broke the new roadbed lately bDuilit 
by the Belleville and St. Louls Electric Kall- 
way Oo, (the E. L. Thomas syndicate). This

East St. Louls to-night, though it may not 
do so before to-morrow, as it must come ina 
very round-about way. 

The Jockey Club track isa sightto see, the

GONE TO THE BLUFFS WITH FOOD. 


Several Wagon Loads of Provisions Sent 
to the Hungry From Belleville, 


Great suffering among the farmers of the 
section directly east of East St. Louls Is re- 
ported. Numbers of them were driven 
from their homes yesterday, and forced 
to take refuge on the bluffs. 
Some of them found shelter in the 


homes of friends or relatives living on the 
bluffs, but many were out in last night’s ter- 
rible rain, with only the trees for shelter. 
In some cases they were even without 
food, They were in some degree 
relieved to-day, when two wagon loads of 
provisions were received from Belleville. 
Their distress cametothe noticeof Mayor 
Weber andother Belleville officials yester- 
day. Father Meifuss of the Centerville Sta- 
tion Catholic Church conveyed the news of 
their condition to that city. 

Mayor Weberto-day published an appeal 
to the people of Belleville to render assist- 
ance to the flood sufferers. 

The Mayor directed that all ooppee do- 
nated be delivered at the City buliding, at 
First and Illinois streets, and appointed 
the following committeemen to soiteit aid:

MAYOR WEBER AT THE SCENE. 

Mayor Weber and others visited the camps 
on the bluffs yesterday evening and 
found the sufferers to be more numerous 
than had been supposed. Provisions in the 
camps were running short, and great suffer- 
ing stared the campers in the face. Belle- 
ville sent two loads of provisions to the 
camps this forenoon, The ladies of the 
city were called roy to organize for the pur- 

ose of relleving the sufferings of the home- 
ess people on the bluffs. They met this 
afternoon to propane for their work. Two of 
them were delegated to visit the camps 
on the bluffs and find out what fs most 
needed. The provisions sent out to-day con- 
sisted mainly of cooked meats, bread,cheese 
coffee and canned goods. A wagon load 
was star out at 10 a. m, 
to be taken to the farin of George Claus, 
where a large number of the sufferers were 
reported to have congregated. The 
second load was sent on 
haif an hour later 
farm of Camlile Droit. According to reports

Many 
of our people have already gotout without 
their effects, but thereare others whocan- 
not getout. The Water covers the island 
now and people are living in corn cribs, their 
houses having been washed inside out by the

excited men and women from Kaskaskia,who 
taiked excitedly in French. Doza expects to 
have a boat go up this afternoon and 
take off those whoare in the most exposed 

laces. Ue is also desirous of having the 

ve stock removed. The old town, which Is 
conceded to be the oldest settlement in Iill- 
nois, seems doomed, but it is believed here 
that all the inhabitants will be rescued, but 
they will save but few of their possessions. 


CORN CROP RUINED. 
GREENFIELD, Ill., May 18.—The rains con- 
tinue in their vengeance and farmers have 
given upall hopes of raising any corn this 
spring, which makes the situation desperate, 
to say the least. The lllinois River, twenty- 
five miles west of here, commencing at a 


little town rf 4 the name of Eldred, which is 
situated at the foot of the bluffs, is four and 
a half miles from bluff to biul? and still ris- 
ine. All the high points are under water 
and the last of the stout-hearted farmers 
lave been compelled to make rafts and save 
their families.

The Kaw River 
is also slowly rising, but has not yet ap- 
proached the record made by it last week, 
when it flooded the suburbs. These slight 
rises of the rivers are entirely local and in- 
dependent of the rises which are reported 
above here. When the latter reach here 
the Missouri River will probably reach 
to about twenty-five feet above low 
water, and the Kaw will record 
a stage about the same as last week. leavy 
rains are reported throughout Kansas last 
night, andthe Kaw itis againon the rampage 
in that State. Precautions have been taken 
to prevent a repetition of the damage which 
resulted from last week’s floods. It has been 
ascertained that the flood in Argentine and 
Armourdaie was due to an imperfectly 
constructed sewer through which the flood 
water Dacked up into the town. The sewer 
has been blown up with dynamite and it Is 
belleved that the water cannot now reach 
the town through it. Bat for this sewer the 
recent flood would not have affected Argen- 
tine and Armourdale, andit is not believed 
that the present threatened rise will do so. 


DAMAGE AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Mo., May 18.—The Missouri 
River at this point fell three inches Monday 
morning, but began to rise Monday night 
and continued to do so all yesterday. All the 
lowlands opposite Washington are _ sub- 


merged, and untold damage to the crops has 
been done. The water has seeped through 
the walls of theengine house at the water- 
works and is between three and four feet 
deep, thus preventing the working of the 
engines. The ferryboat May Bryan has 
been actively engaged for several aqays past 
in taking people with their stock and house- 
hold effects from off the islandsand sub- 
merged districts of the bottoms.

LABOR NEWS. 


The Stone-Cutters’ Etrike Spreading— 
Industrial Items. 

New YorkK, May 18.—The great strike inthe 
stone industry continues to spread to-day. 
Neither the employes nor the employers 
showed any signs of giving upthe fight into 
which both sides have been unwillingly 
forced. The members of the Granite Manu- 
factuers’ Association of New Engiand, who 
have offices in this city, again denied all the 
statements of the strikersas to the dimen- 
sions of the trouble, and the representatives 
of the employes were equally ready to con- 
trovert the declarations of the members of 
the association. Although the fight has only 
begun, it is said that there are’ now fully 
75,000 men idle throughout in consequence of 
the general lock-out orders by the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of New England 
on Saturday. The number of men idle in 
this city and Brooklyn is said to be about ten 
thousand. It is estimated that about twenty- 
five thousand stopped work to-day in vVari- 
ous parts of the country. 


RUMORS OF COMPROMISE.

The Girl Locked Up—Shels Only Twelve 
Years of Age, but Is Alleged to Be an 
Old Offender—Mr. J. D. Lawnin Fires 
ata Burglar-—Othor Criminal and Po- 
lice News. 


Little Joe Gocking, the 5-year-old son of 
Office Gocking of the Fourth Police District, 
was restored to his parents this morning. 
The boy disappeared from his home, 2643 
Olive street, about 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and Mrs. Gocking notified the police ofthe 
Mounted Station about an hour afterwards, 
but the matter was neglected and the in- 
formatton not telephoned to the other sta- 
tions until 7 o’clock last night. Early this 
morning a colored girl named Lottie 
Henderson appeared at the Gocking residence 
with the lostchild. She said that a colored 
man had had the boy in asaloonon Morgan 
streetandthat the little fellow was lost, 
She took an Interest in him and by question.- 
ing him learned his name and where he 
lived, 

Officer Gocking doubted her story and he 
turned to little Joe, who is a remarkably 
bright child for one so yodng, not yet 5 years 
old, and learned from him that this girl gave 
him some candy in front of his home and then 
induced him to go down tothe river with her 
and see the steamboats. He has been with 
the girlever since. Asked where they slept 
he answered in some hallway. All the little 
fellow said was afterwards shown to be cor- 
rect. The girl was held and Is now locked up 
at the Mounted District Police Station. She 
has told several different stories about her- 
self and how she came to kidnap the child. 
She sald first thata colored woman on Morgan 
street offered her $20 forthe lttle one. This 
woman was seen and she denied the charge. 
She said, however, that she wanted to adopt 
a little colored girl, and had. told Lottie 
Henderson so, but had never said she would 
pay $20for such a child. Little Joe wears 
adresses and when Lottie kidnapped him she 
probably thought he wasa girl. 

Sergt. Somers says that Lottie, although 
only 12 years old, is a veteran in crime, 
She abdcted a child once before and 
afterward restored it to its parents and 
and got $100 reward for it. He thinks 
that she expected a reward from Iit- 
tle Joe’s parents, not suspecting that Mr. 
oOliceman and a man who 
would question her very closely. Lottle was 
for a time ina home for colored orphans and 
is given thereputation of having been the 
worst childin the institution. For the past 
few months she has been living with a family 
on Biddle, between Eighth and Ninth streets. 
The hallway in which she and the boy slept 
last nightis at Biddle Market, not far from 
her home. 


Mr. Lawnin Fires ata Burglar. 


Two night prowlers were surprised in the 
actof making a raid on Mr. J. D. Lawnin’s 
residence, 3411 Morgan street, last night and 
given a race for their lives through the resi- 
dence section by Mr. Lawnin anda private 
watchman, Patrick Harrington. Mr. Law- 
nin’s residence isa large, handsome building, 
surrounded by a grass plat, and in the 
back yard on the alley is a 
two-story brick stable, the second floor of 
which is used only asa general store-room. 
Last Monday evening the private watchman 
saw a light in the stable, and, knowing 
it was never used at night by 
anyone in the household, he inquired 
yesterday morning who had been there. A 
neighbor said he had seen two menin the 
stable during the night but supposed they 
were hired hands. The watchman decided 
to keep aclose lookout for the intruders and 
at 10 o’clock last night he again 
saw the light. .He called Mr. Lawnin 
and the two went into the stable. The 
watchman had taken only three steps on the 
stairs to the second floor, when he heard the 
scamper of feet above and sawa pair of 
legs dangling before a window § in 
the alley. Mr. Lawnin and also 
the watchman fired a shot each 
at the legs as the form dropped to the 
ground, followed immediately by a second 
form. A minute was lost opening the alley 
gate, but the burglars were stillin sightand 
Mr. Lawnin with thewatchman gave chase. 
At Channing avenue the would-be robbers 
separated—one going north, the other south. 
A bullet was sent in the direction of each, 
and the chase continued after the fugitive 
running south. He darted into an alley as 
another bullet went by him and was soon 
lost in the darkness. Keturning to the stable, 
Mr. Lawnin saw the room over the 
stable had been disarranged and that the 
trespassers had made themselves comforta- 
bie there while studying a plan torob the 
house duringthe night. That they were fa- 
millar with the premises seems evident from 
the fact that they made friends 
with a large watch-dog kept in 
the yard, as the animal made 
no disturbance either evening when the men 
entered the stable. Mr. Lawnin does not 
think he shot the men, as no blood marks 
could be seen on the route taken by them.

May still commands sa premium of about 
Lec over July. Al accounts from 
the winter wheat States are too much moisture and 
the planttoo much growth and watersoaked. The 
wet weather in the spring wheat districts continues. 
Some telegrams from Minnesota say the late sown 
wheat is lost beyond redemption. Prime on 
the general situation of wheatand corn is very blue 
and says crops now are ina more critical condition 
than at any time this season. The demand 
for cash wheat has been better to-day. Charters for 
about 300,000 bu have been made, all 
of which will be shipped out to-day and to-morrow. 
Karly cables were dull and the late ones more 
steady, with abetterdemand. The near future we 
think depends much on the weather Wheat such 
as ours at 32s cost and freight leoks cheap. 

Corn opened at 44c for July and May nominally 
53c, sold at 55c. Closing price of July was 43%c. The 
wet weather and general floods over the corn country 
mnst reduce the acreage ofthis crop.

The Diocesan Delegates Transact Im- 
portant Business at To-Day’s Session. 
The second day’s session of the Episcopal 

Diocesan Convention was opened by 

divine service in COhrist Church Oathedral 

at 9 - o’clock this morning. Morning 

Prayer was read by Rev. W. A. Hall of Mon- 

roe, and Rev. Henry Tudor of Ferguson gave 

the scriptural reading. After service the 
delegates adjourned to thechapel and re- 
sumed their session, Very little business was 
transacted, but a great deal of discussion 


was indulged, the delegates showing a strong 
aptitude for parliamentary quibbling. 

At 10:30 o’clock the business session was 
called to order by the right reverend Bishop. 
The roll call showed twenty-one clericaland 
twenty-four lay delegates present. When 
the minutes had been read Kev. Mr. Hatch 
moved that the portion of the record refer- 
ring to the matter of printing Rev.Dr. Davis’ 
sermon which created a stir at yester- 
day’s meeting be expunged. The amend- 
ment was carried and the minutes 
approved. The Bishop then announced the 
following standing committees of the dlo- 
cese for the ensuing year. They are as fol- 
lows: Lay credentials, Rev. W. A. Halet, 
Rev. E. M. Deane, F, E. McManees.

The committee asked for instructions from 
the convention whether they could use the 
principal of the fund as there was not enough 
income to provide for two urgent cases. 

Dr. Ingraham moved thatthe committee be 
authorized to distribute any portion of the 
fund as they saw fit. 

Dr. Robert deprecated the 
of allowing the fun to 
cut into. He moved asa substitute that on 
account ofa present emergency the sum of 
$350 needed, Dr. Holland arguedin favor of 
leaving the Canon unchanged. He moved 
that Canon Davis be instructed to solicit sub- 
scriptions to meet the emergency. The mat- 
ter was discussed generally. Rev. 
F. B. Sheetz moved to lay the 
whole matter on the table. The motion was 
lost and Dr. Holland’s motion was called up 
and carried. . 

Canon Davis then, in answer to the com- 
mittee’s request for instruction, moved the 
adoption of the following: 

Whereas, The trustees of the Aged and Infirm 
Clergy Fund have asked instruction of the conven- 
tion as to the manner of making appropriations from 
the fund: 

Resolved, That the trustees be inst:ucted to use 
the Christmas offerings which are taken for that 
fund for any relief that may at that time or for three 
months thereafter be needed, and if none be needed 
at the expiration of said three months, that it be 
placed to the fund, but the invested fund be noi 
used, 

Rev. Wm. Short moved to refer the reso- 
lution to Board of Trustees of the fund, but 
Bishop Tuttle declared the motion out of 
order, as it would be discourteous to the 
committee, as they had already taken action 
and asked for instructions. A prolonged dls- 
cussion followed, participated in by Drs. 
Holland, Short, Reed, Canon Davis and Mr. 
W. R. Donaldson. On motion of Mr. Donald- 
son the matter was finally referred for in- 
vestigation to the Committee on Constitu- 
tions ana Canons, 

The order of the day was then taken up and 
the report of the Committee on Constitutions 
and Canons read and discussed by sections. 
Noon hour intervened before the business 
was finished. This afternoon after the re- 
port had been adopted the standing gom- 
mittee of the diocese was elected, and also 
delegates to the general convention at Balti- 
more next October. Pledges were then given 
by each parish for Diocesan Missions and the 
convention adjourned for the day,

HELP THE UNFORTUNATE. 


The work of rescue and relief in behalf 
of the flood sufferers for which the Post- 
DisPAtTcH has asked the aid of charitable 
people, is becoming more pressingly im- 
portant. The flood situation is steadily 
growing worse. The rains continue and 
the Missouri and Mississippi Rivers are 
rising. This means wider devastation by 
the spreading waters, increased desolation 
and danger of death in the submerged 
districts. The sufferers who are clinging 
desperately to their homes and remnant 
of possessions must be removed and pro- 
vided with food and shelter. The list of 
unfortunates deprived of their means of 
living is becoming larger every day. 

The condition of these people is distress- 
ing in the extreme. They are in most cases 
absolutely destitute. Many of them were 
miserably poor before the flood came, and 
it deprived them of shelter, food, clothing 
and means of employment. The men can 
do nothing, and with the helpless women 
andchildren are shivering and starving 
out of doors. Unless immediate relief is 
afforded by others many will die of ex- 
posure and hunger. The fact that numbers 
of them areinthinly populated farming 
districts where no relief or charitable or- 
ganizations exist, makes it imperative that 
help be sent to them at once.

casualty is not ee to occur, 

It can be proved beyond a doubt that the 
explosion at Clyde might have been pre- 
vented had the mine been properly inspected. 
l was working there two years agoandI be- 
came aware that we were ‘‘tapping the gas’’ 
and I kicked. They told me that I was a fool 
but Linsisted and told them that we would 
all be blown into eternity some of these fine 
days. I kept on Kicking and they discharged 


me, 

About two months ago they had an explo- 
sion in the Clyde mine, which was lit bya 
safety lamp, and a man and a mule were 
Killed; and I am informed that week before 
lastthey ‘‘tapped gas’’ again—also lit bya 
safety lamp, and they sent a man down to 
brick up the hole, but. he was frightened at 
the quantity of gas that was evidently there, 
and refused to go down. 

Ican bring you plenty of proof thatthe 
mine at Clyde has had gas for many months, 
and was knownto be dangerous, but the in- 
spection was inefficientand nothing practi- 
cal was ever done to remove the risk. 

What has happened at Clyde may happen 
in any mine ip the State, and we ask youin 
behalf of the thousands of miners who read 
your paper, and whose Ilirves are precious, 
that you agitate to bring abouta reform.

I herewith enclose for publication a copy of 
my pension certificate No. 369214, which, if 
published, will fully expose the Pension Office 
ring frauds. You will readily see from the 
copy that I am rated $24 permonth. lam 
sent every three monthsa voucher for only 
$8 permonth. Now the difference between a 
$24 rate and an $8 pay is a clear steal of $16 per 
month from the people inmyname. This 
species of ring stealing is done as follows: 


The Pension Office officials and the pension 
agent officials are both parties tothe steal. 
They arrange for a special examiner ora 
clerk of the Pension Office or pension agency 
in the City of Washington, DD, U., to per- 
sonate me with a certificate of the same 
number, hame and date for $16 per month 
that being just two-thirds of the amount of 
pension I am rated, See copy of certificate 
No. 369214. This species of stealing is being 
practiced in all probability on forty or fifty 
thousand pensioners. The Pension Office and 
pension agents’ books and the certificate will 
all agree, \That’s where they pull the wool 
over the shrewd Congressman’seyes. They 
never seea copy of the youcher that is sent 
the pensioner for only one-third of what the 
people are paying.

Anti-Harrison Men Working Against 
| His Renomination. 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE CAN NAME 
THE NOMINEE. 


Senator Sherman May Be Sprung Upon 
the Convention—New York Republi- 
cans inthe Movement—Ex-Gov. Camp- 
bell Interviewed—California Delegates 
Will Support Cleveland 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 18.—Almost every 
day adds something to strengthen the belief 
among his stanch admirers that James G. 
Blaine will either head his party in the cam- 
paign this fallor name the man who will de- 
feat Harrison forthe nomination at Minne- 
apolis. <A story which springs from a re- 


Mable source is now current here to the effect | 


that the plan of the anti-Harrison men is to 
secure Blaine’s nomination at the Minne- 
apolis Convention and then adjourn the body 
till Blaine can be notified of its action and his 
reply be received. It is believed that he will 
decline to be the candidate, but the action of 
the convention will have demonstrated his 
popularity and the intensity of the opposition 
to Harrison and the latter’s friends wili be 
completely demoralized when the convention 
again assembles to make a nomination. 

At this juncture the name of Senator Sher- 
man is to be sprung as Blaine’s choice for the 
Presidency, and itis believed that he will be 
able to secure the entire strength of the op- 
position to Harrison. The friends of Sher- 
manand Foraker are said to be in the 


scheme, as Sherman’s nomination will take 
him out of the Senate and the place will then 
be open to Foraker. Itis claimed that Sher- 
man really desires to retire from the Senate 
and that he will resign if nominated for the 
Presidency without waitinw forthe issue of 
the election, and that Foraker would enter 
the Senate at once. 

Platt is said to have promised the solid sup- 
port of the New York delegation to the 
scheme both to nominate Blaine and support 
Sherman when Biaine shall have deciined the 
nomination. The man who makes this state- 
ment saysthat immediaiely upon reaching 
New York Platt declared that Sherman would 
be nominated at Minneapolis, though he de- 
nied that his visit to Ohio had possessed any 
political significance. 

The opposition in this city has been ap- 
pee of the plan and it ts heartily indorsed, 

hough some disappointment is expressed 
because Blaine himself will not be the candl- 
date. Theantis, however, would cheerfully 
indorse any expedient that will defeat Har- 
rison, andalarge delegation will goto Min- 
neapolis with the secret purpose of repre- 
senting tothe delegates that Harrison’s un- 
popularity would lose the State tothe party, 
while others will go openly upon the same 
mission. 

An attorney of this city, who has been con- 
spicuous on account of his bitter opposition 
to Harrison, said to-day that the antis had 
been inactive for several weeks through un- 
certainty astothe programme to be adopted 
at Minneapolis, but it only needed some well- 
matured planto makethe opposition more 
active thanever. While Sherman is not pop- 
vlar among Indiana Kepublicans, he felt sure 
that his nomination would create more en- 
thusiasm even in Indiana than Harrison’s, 


THE NEW YORK PLAN. 

New Yorn, May 18.—It now appears that 
the opposition of the anti-Harrison mento 
the President’s renomination will not be 
formidably arrayed until Minneapolis is 
reached. There will then, it is declared, be 
a counting of noses in New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Indiana, the silver States and 
some ofthe disaffected Southern States. 
Should the Republican delegates from the 
Democratic and doubtful States, madeup 


rincipally of Federal office-holders, stand 

y the President and insist upon his re-nom- 
ination, the victory must come on the first 
ballot. Experts in looking this. situation 
square inthe face, declared that if this was 
not accomplished the anti-Harrison men 
might be in position to win intheend. Some 
of those who advance these opinions are 
known as Harrison men in New York. 

In New York State the Harrison men claim 
twenty-six out of the seventy-two delegates. 
Some whose opinions have been accepted in 
times past give the President forty and even 
a larger share of the delegation. The oppo- 
nents of the President say that Senator His- 
cock, who is considered mainly responsible 
for the Harrison mathematics concerning the 
President’s strength in the delegation, will 
without doubt be greatly surprised when he 
reaches Minneapolis. Cornelius N. Bliss is 
inclined to agree with Senator Hiscock’s 
figures. 

A new boom has been started within a few 
days. Senator Orville H. Platt of Connecti- 
cut, itis said, will be named by Colorado in 
the call of States. Senator Joe Hawley Is con- 
sidered the master of the Connecticut dele- 

ation and isfor Harrison. Besides Senator 

‘latt’s sonisone ef the delegates at large, 
and his father’s boomers are somewhat em- 
barrassed by this fact; ana yet the anti. Har- 
rison men of Connecticut say that it wouldn’t 
require much argument to corral votes in the 
delegation for Orville Platt, espectally ifa 
far Western State brings him forward in the 
convention. 

The situation is made more interesting by

Startling Testimony. 


SUSPICIOU] WOUNDS AND OTHER CII 
CUMSTANCES POINT TO FOUL PLAY. —

Believed to Have Been Killéa fora Small 
Track to Be Run Ower After the Man 


the Body. 


The evidence taken at the inquest thf 
morning on the body of Louls Brown shows > 
thatthe man was murdered. Brown wase@ 
colored man about 60 years old and worked 
for Mrs. Joseph Winkle at Cheltenham. He 
was a widower, had five children, most 
of them grown, and he lived 
with one of his daughters at 16% 
Sublette avenue. Last Monday evening he 
went to a saloon in the neighborhood and 
took several drinks with friends and dis- 
played considerable money while he was 
there. The last seen of him alive that . 
night he was in the company of @ 
colored man who was a stranger at 
Cheltenham, but who gave the name of John 
Irvin to one of the menin the saioon, Half 
an hour later his body was found on the 
’Frisco track not farfrom the saloon and 
about tem feet from the Sulphnr avenue 
crossing. His left arm was cut off and 
it was evident that he ‘had been 
run over by a freight train that 
hag passed buta few minutes before. There 
were, however, two cuts in his face and one 
on the back of his head, which iooked as if 
they had been made witha rock and not by 
the train. One cut was on his forehead 

on his cheek. The position 

body and the injuries to it 
indicated very strongly that the 
man had been slugged and knocked down 
and left on the track, where he lay between 
the rails, with one arm acrossoneof the 
rails, or that he had been purposely placed in 
that position. At his side were found @ 
pocket knife, with all the 
ciosed, and watch chain, His 
pockets had evidently been rifled 
of their contents, the watch taken and money 
taken and the chain and knife left there. A 
hat was picked up not ten feét from the body 
Inthe middle of the track, but it was not 
Brown’s hat. According to the testi- 
mony of one of the witnesses the 
hat belonged to the negro i Irvin 
who had been seen with Brown shortly be- 
fore the murder. Brown’s hat could not be 
found at all that night, but was picked u 
the next day in another part ofthetown. If 
a murder was committed, as the evidence 
seems to indicate, the murderer must have 
dropped his hat and picked up Brown’s by 
mistake and thrown it away again upon 
covering the mistake. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness examined was John 
Brown, ason of the man Killed. He ts 31 
years ola, married and livesinthe vicinity 
of Cheltenham. Last Sunday evening he 
visited his father and sister at 162% Subiette 
avenue and upon leaving there, he walked to 
a saloon in the neighborhood and bada glass 
of beer with him. His father bad several 
dollars with him but just how 
much, he didn’t know. Witness left 
himinthe saioon and abont ll o’clock that 
night was notified that he had been run over 
by a freight train a few minutes before, The 
witness suspected that his tather had been 
murdered by a colored tramp who had besn 
at the house that day and who sald that he 
was on his way to Kansas City and was going 
out that night. This man went up the rall- 
road track with his father that night and saw 


beer. 

Ambrose Martin Rooney, a white man and 
bricklayer, was the first to find brown’s body 
after he had been run over. It was very dark, 
he said at the inquest, and he was walkin 
up the ’Frisco track when he stumble 
against the body of a man, 

HEARD SUSPICIOUS TALK, 

Then he heard a voice near the 
track and behind some sewer- 
pipe of the Laclede Fire-works 
say: ‘‘We’ve got to geta moveon us.** He 
at once suspected that a murder had been 
committed and thoughtthe safest thing for 
him to do was to get uway from there. It was 
so dark he couldn’t see anything and one of 
the murderers for ali he knew might be 
very close to him. So he gave a cry for belp 
and ran back down the track tow the 
saloon where he had been playing the cards. 
The alarm raised several peopie and then the 
witness went back and heiped take the body 
off the track. 

Rooney said he didn’t recognize the voice 
that frightened him away from the body in 
the first place and couldcn’t say whether it 
was that ofa negro ora white man. He ha 
seen the negro who wasat the saloon with 
Brown, but did not know him, He was very 
tall—about six feet—and had a black beard 
and mustache. 

Lioyd Ring, who works at the Laclede Fire 
Brick Works, was on his way home that 
night when he heard some one Call to Mc- 
Guire, a firemen at the brick works. H 
didn’t know what he wanted, but though 
something was wrong. He continued his 
course along the railroad track and ty 
soon step on Brown’s body. Then raa 
back to the saloon te telephone to the police, 
but they wouldn't let him use rae one, 
and then he went to the station and tele- 
phoned from there. Whenhe got the 
body had been removed. 

Charlies McKinsey, a muiatto Living at 
Cheltenham, was one of the mea to hel 
the body from the track. He said that wna 
was lying between tne ralls and that his left 
arm had been cut off. A ragged scalp wound 
indicated that he had been knock in the 
head with a stone. 

IRVIN’S HAT. 

He didn’t think the injury was done by the 
train. His hat was not found, but John Ir- 
vin’s was. It waslying onthe track about 
ten feet away. irvin

James Taylor Taken From Jail and 
Lynched. 


SWIFT VENGEANCE FOLLOWS AN AS&S- 
SAULT ON A CHILD. 


Five Hundred Men Take the Law in Their 
Hands at Chestertown—Ineffectual At- 
tempts Made to Save the Prisoner’s 
Life—A Black Brutein Danger in Ten- 
mnessee—Three Murderers Hanged. 


CLAYTON, Del., May 18.—James Taylor, the 
negro who assaulted little Nellie Siles at Ken- 
nedyvilice, Md., wastaken from the Chester- 
town Jail at 9:30 o’clock last night and 
lynched. From fifty to three hundred per- 
sons guarded the jailall day yesterday. Five 
hundred persons engaged in the lynching, 
some of them being connected with the best 
families of the town. They broke into the 
jail, putarope around the prisoner’s neck, 
dragged him toatreea hundred yards away 


and hung him up. 

The crime for which Taylor was !ynched 
was a most brutal one. His victim, the 
Gaughter of a farmer, was only 11 years old. 

A jury of inquest was held to-day and 
brought in a verdict that the man came to his 
geath by persons unknown. The little 
victim, Nellie Silcox, is better thisafternoon, 
but is still in a critical condition. 


THREE NEGROES LYNCHED, 


THEIR CRIME WAS THE MURDER OF A GEORGIA 
TOWN MARSHAL, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 18.—Judge Lynch held 
court Monday nightina grove near the town 
of Clarksville in this State, and when the 
session was ended three negroes were 
dangling from the limbs of oak tr@es. The 
bodies are those of Jim Redmond and his two 
accomplices, Gus Roberts and Will Anderson. 
who were confined in Clarksville Jalil for safe 
keeping. Their crime was the murder of 
Marshal Carter of Toccoa, who had detected 
them in the act of robbing the local bank. 
The party had been organized to lynch 
them in Toccoa, but the prisoners were 
hurriedly run across the country to this 
place, thirty miles distant, reaching here at 
midnight night before last. It seems that the 
lynchers, not to be balked in their game, pur- 
sued on foot, having their numbers aug- 
mented as they came. Sheriff Gasley got news 
after dark last night that the mob was com- 
ing. He hastily summoned all the men he 
could get and had the jail surrounded. 
About 2 o'clock yesterday morning over 300 
men made ther appearance and demanded 
the prisoners. Their number wasso great 
that resistance was useless. They were per- 
mitted to break down the doors and totake 
the howling wretches off. Reaching an cak 
tree, a limb of which extended over the road, 
three ropes were thrown over it, and three 
prisoners placed on horseback, the noose 
adjusted, and then the horses were whipped 
up, leaving the victims dangling in the alr. 


HOT AFTER HIM. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 18.—News has 
reached this city thata mobof sixty citizens 
had organized at Tullaboma, Tenn., seized 
an engine and was preparingto go to Man- 
chester totake a negro from the jall and 
lynch him. At2o’cluck yesterday morning 
the negro was discovered in the 0bed- 
room of the daughter of Col. W.C. Baird, 
the Post-office Inspector. The young lady 
screamed andthe negrofied. Itis supposed 
hisintention wasto commita criminal as- 
sault upon Miss Baird. The information 13 
thatthe negrois doomed.

Energetic Work Done Here and in 
Washington. 


THE GOVERNMENT SECURED AGAINST 
LO8S BY ST. LOUIS REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Cruiser Will Start From Cairo to 
New Orleans—Tugs Will Be Furnished 
to Help the Steamer Through the Ugly 
Points in the River if Necessary—Final 
Decision Not to Bring the Conoord to 
St. Louis. 


The great subject of discussion on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange to-day was the probable 
visit of the Concord. At 10 o’clock this morn- 
President Isaac M. Mason received a telegram 
from Secretary of the Navy B. F. Tracy. The 
telegram was sent last night, but was not re- 
ceived until this morning. It ranas follows: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17. 


Capt. IT. M. Mason, President Merchants’ Ezx- 
change, St. Louis, Mo.: 

Concord ordered to goto St. Louis Thursday un- 
less some reason exists for not going. 

B. F. TRACY. 

When this news was received there was 
great jubilation, asit was regarded as as- 
suring the presence of the warship in this 
port. Soon after, however, this feellng was 
changed by the receipt of the following dis- 
patch: 

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Geo. Hf. Morgan, St. Louis, Mo.: 

Have this moment left Secretary Tracy. He 
showed me a telegram just received from Com- 
mander White and the pilot of the Concord. strongly 
advising ngpines going to St. Louts. They go so far 
as to say the chances are largely against her ever re- 
turning. Ihave offered to send tugs to meet and 
escort her to'and from St. Louis. Havel offered 
toomuch? Ifnot, wire Secretarv Tracy. Matters 
will be definitely settled during the day. 

SETH W. COBB, 

When this telegram was received a meeting 
of the Board of Directors was im- 
mediately called. President Mason, who has 
had over forty years experience on the river, 
Stated that he was perfectly confident that 
the Concord, at the present stage of the 
water, could come to St. Louts, remain 
several days,and return without the smallest 
risk. <Aftera discussion covering all the 
points in controversy, the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Board of 
Directors that every effort will be madeto have the 
Concord come to St. Louis, and that the President 
be instructed to wire Secretary Tracy that tugs will 
be furnished to escort the Concord to and from St. 
Louis if desired. ‘ 

President Mason then sent the following 
telegram: 

Hion. B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy, Wash- 

ington, D. C.: 

Will furnish tugs to escort steamer Concord to and 
from St. Louis if desired, but do not think there will 
any troublein her coming aione. River now 35 feet 
6 inches and still rising. Expect it will be 364 feet, 
and crest will not be reached before the 25th. 

ISAAC M. MASON, Prest. 

Immediately after the meeting of the Board 
of Directors the citizens’ meeting, called by 
the President of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
assembled in the reading room. The 
interest taken in the visit of the 
warship was proved by the large 
attendance, The meeting was called to or- 
der by President Mason, who stated that the 
object of the gathering was to take steps for 
the reception of the officers and crew of 
the Concord should she come to St. 
Louts. He read the telegrams received, and 
stated that he had had aconference with 
Capt. Partee, who had piloted . the 
Concord to Memphis. Capt. Par- 
tee had stated that the vessel, 
with its twin screws, could be very 
easily handled and that there would not be 
the slightest difficulty in bringingthe Con- 
cord tothis portand taking her back. Com- 
mander White and his pilot took a 
different view of the matter, 
but the Chairman hoped that 
the Secretary of the Navy could be convinced 
that no risk would be involved in bringin 
the steamer here. It was proposed to | 
out circulars to 250 citizens, asking 
them to contribute $10 each as 
an entertainment fund. On motion 
of Hon. Nathan Cole, the Chairman was 
authorized to appoint a committee on 
finance, and on motion of ex-Gov. E. O. 
Stanard a committee of arrangements was 
authorized. On motion of ex-Mayor 
Brown it was decided to provide 
asteamer for the accommodation of those 
who desired to visit the Concord during her 
stay in this city. President Bornmueller of 
the Musicians’ Union offered on behalf of 
that association a military band of 100 pieces, 
which offer was accepted withthanks. The 
meeting then adjourned subject to the call of 
the chairman. 

Atthe close of the meeting the following 
telegram was sent: 

Hon. B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington, D. C.: 

Mass meeting of citizens held at Merchants’ Ex- 
change atnoon to-day and committee appointed to 
arrauge for reception of cruiser Concord.

SUICIDES. 


A Railway Passenger Cuts His Throat— 
Other Cases. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y.May 18.—While riding in 
a New York Central express train south bound: 
Albert L. Stetson, an employe of Cross & 
Beguin, dealers in diamonds and jewelry in 
New York, yesterday suddenly became in- 
sane. Just as the train was passing Hyde 
Park he leaped from his seat shouting, 
‘*They’re after me,’’ in aloud voice. He 
drew a pocket knife from his pocket, plunged 
it into his throat, and then with two twists 
of his wrist drew it to the right and left, cut- 
ting his throat from ear to ear.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS IMPROVEMENT. 


Maj. Murphy Presents an Official Report 
on the Matter to the Mayor. 


Maj. M. J. Murphy sent to-day to Mayor 
Noonan his official report of the trip 
to Washington at the latter’s request. 
The particular object of his in- 
vestigation was the proposed Govern- 
ment improvement of Jefferson Barracks.

He urges 
that proper plans pe peomered by intelligent 
experts on the ground, aided by the counsel 
of the Commanding Officer and Quarter- 
master having immediate charge of the 
work.

TO KILL THE OZAR. 


The Russian Royal Palace Undermined 
by Nihilists. 


EXPLOSIVES FOUND BENEATH THE 
ROYAL BEDCHAMBER. 


French Detectives Employed to Ferret 
Out the Plotters—Reported Rioting in 
Mexico Only Trivial Affairs—Costa 
Rican Politics—Mrs. Maybrick’s Case 
Considered—General Foreign News. 


BERLIN, May 18.—Detalils ofa plot to kill 
the Czar reached here to-day and will be 
made public by several journals to-morrow 
morning. 

A week ago two French detectives arrived 
at the Gatchina and began a careful investi- 
gation of the place, one in the disguise ofa 
coachman and the other in that of an assist- 
ant cook. 

Two days after their arrival they reported 
that the whole palace had been found to be 
undermined, that the underground chamber 
beneath the Czar’s sleeping room was 
already half filled with explosives, and that 
the Nihilists back of the plot would have 
started the explosion doubtlessly the next 
time the Czar slept at the paiace had they 
not been frightened away by the signs of dis- 
covery of their piot. 

The undermining had been done Dy means 
ofa tunnel which led toa Rill not 300 yards 
from the palace, and which’must have been 
the work of many months. 

Spades, picks and boring tools were found 
near the entrance in the side of the hill. This 
entrance was concealed by a Jarge rock, 
around which the sod was laid so carefully 
as not to betray its frequent disturbance. 

The plotters must have worked at night 
and have left before daybreak, as all the 
surrounding country is carefully watched. 

This plot was knownina general way to 
exist, yet the Czar’s police were unable to 
discover its details, or even to fix its location 
cefinitely. The cellars and grounds of the 
Gatchina Palace were carefully examined, 
and upon finding nothing the detectives de- 
cided that the conspirators had not begun to 
act. The Paris detectives were then sum- 
moned,

AN OVERDRAWN PICTURE, 


THE REPORTED MEXICAN RIOTS ONLY TRIVIAL 
AFFAIRS, 

CiTY OF MEXICO, May 18.—Exaggerated re- 
ports of rioting here have been telegraphed 
abroad. The factsare as follows: The stu- 
dents were divided into two bands, ‘*Re-elec- 
tions’’ and ‘*Anti-Re-elections.’’ The latter 
hooted anda yelled and threw a few stones. 
The police were sufficient to quell the disturb- 
ance. ‘ihieves looted tuy and candy stands 
under the Arcade and a few lamps were 
broken, The majority of the students are 
minors. They are being incited by a few 
demagogues who are anxious to obtain office 
under the Government. A few arrests have 
been made, President Diaz refuses to pro- 
ceed toextremes. He says the boysare ill- 
advised and irresponsible. Six persons were 
wounded and one was killef while resisting 
arrest. Seventy-six students have been 
made prisoners. The students do not exceed 
400 and the number of their followers is even 
less. The merchants were frightened, but 
quiet was restored and business continues as 
if nothing had happened. In one instance 
the students attempted to annoy the police, 
but the troops charged, beating them with 
the flat of their swords, and the police guards 
fired a volley in the air, when the students 
fied. It is believed that all trouble is over. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 

MAYBRICK’S CASE—WARRING OVER A 
NEWSPAPER—BRIEFS. 

LONDON, May 18.—Counsel Alexander Mc- 
Dougal, after consulting with counsel em- 
ployed to consider the case of Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick, the American woman who is 
serving a sentencein Woking Prison for the 
alleged poisoning of her husband, has given 
opinion inthe case disagreeing with the 
opinion recently given by Sir Charles Russell 
and Messrs. Moulton, Poland and Smith to 
the effect that the rules of criminal! procedure 
debar Mrs. Maybrick from any remedy at 
law unless an error making her triala nullity 
can be shown to exist inthe record. 

In the House of Commons, replyingtoa 
question with reference tothe French shore 
bill, the Parliamentary Secretary ofthe For- 
eign Office said that when the Newloundland 
delegates, Messrs. Emerson, Moritne and 
Monroe, left the negotiations were unfinished, 
but Messrs. Whiteway and Harvey, the other 
two delegates, remained in London and they 
were distinctly understood to hold full power 
to continue the discussion. If it were other- 
wise the negotiations must be ended. The 
principal features of the bill, Baron Worms 
added, had been agreed upon before any of 
the delegates had left. The subsequent 
changes related to details.

AFRICAN VILLAGES BURNED. 
LONDON, May 18.—A dispatcn from Lagos, 
the British settlement on the gold coast of 
Africa, states that the British Punitive force 
under the command of Col. Scott, which 
started last Thursday to attack the Jebu and 
Egba tribes, the chiefs of which have blocked 
the trade routes to the interior, arrived at 
Epe, on the borderofthe country occupied 
by the Jebus, on Friday, aftera stout resist- 
ance by the natives. The British cleared 
away the brush in the vicinity of the two 
towns held by Jebus and set them on fire. 
There was sharp fighting, and eight British 
allies were killed. The enemy’s loss un- 
known, When they retreated from the burn- 
ing towns they carried away the dead and 
wounded. They did not withdraw from the

Two days later the Sultan granted 
the mission aformal audience, which was

SENSATION IN ROME. 

Rome, May 17.—A sensation has been caused 
here by the escape ofanun named Ermelind 
from the Convent of Santa Maria at Orta, 
nearthis city. She had been ill-treated in 
the convent and escaped with the assistance 
of the convent pupils. The ecclesiastical 
authorities have applied to the police to re- 
capture the nun but the police refuse to in- 
terfere in the matter. 


SUING FOR PEACE. - 

ZANZIBAR, Muay 18.—The Chief of the Wahehe 
tribe, heretofore the bitterest opponents of 
the Germansin Africa, is suing Baron Von 
Soden, the German Civil Governor, for peace. 
If it is true that they are now seeking peace 
the development of the Wahehe country will 
be taken in hand by the Germans. 


PIRATES SLAUGHTERED. 
Paks, May 18.—La Libre Parole to-day says 
that the French forces in Tonquin have cap- 
tured a pirate stronghold, killing 125. Fifty- 
three French soldiers and five officers were 
killed.

The School Board’s Private Sale 
Falls Through. 


The Merchants’ Terminal Offer Will 
Not Be Accepted. 


THE BOARD TO ABIDE BY THE OONDEM- 
NATION PROCEEDINGS. 


A Lively Session of the Board, at Which 
Explanations Were Called For and 
Given—Mr. Fisse’s Objection to the 

- Ratification of the Private Deal—Some 
Strong Expressions From Members. 


The exposure in last night’s Post-DisPaTcn 
ofthe peculiar methods adopted by the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Co. in trying to get posses- 
sion of the property on Lebeaume and Hemp.- 
stead streets resulted in the rejection of the 
company’s offer by the School Board last 
evening, and the passage of a resolution in- 
structing the board’s attorney to fight the 
condemnation proceedings the Terminal Co. 
had instituted against the property. 

As stated last evening, the Lands and Leas- 
ing Committee reported in favor of accepting 
Maj. Rainwater’s offer for the company of 
$250 a front foot forthe property. Mr. Fisse 
moved that the report be not concurred in, 
and that the board abandon the idea of sell- 
ing the property and let the condemnation 
proceedings go on; further, that the Secre- 
tary, in conjunction with the committee, 
be authorized to sell the Sumner High 
School property. Objections by Messrs. Blair 
and McEntire led Mr. Fisse to simplify his 
motion to a simple non-concurrence. Mr. 
O’Connell asked him for his reasons in mak- 
ing the motion. 

MR. FISSE’S ARGUMENTS. 

Mr. Fisse replied that the property had been 
put up at auction at the request of the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Co., they attended the 
sale and refused to outbid other parties and 
then came in with a private offer to the 
board after having first instituted con- 
demnation proceedings. The proceedings 
in court had put an entirely new phase on 
the matter. The board could lose nothing by 
the proceedings, as they were bound to get

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ESCAPES FROM THE WORK-HOUBE. 


Supt. Lobrum, Contrary to Law, Does 
Not Inform the Police. 

Supt. John ©. Lohrum is managing the 
Work-house at present in sucha wuy that 
nobody but himself, his guards and the pris- 
oners can tell anything about the things that 
are done there. 

The city laws intend that the Work-house 


shall be directly under the supervision of the 


Board of Public Improvements in every de- 
tail. The superintendent is required to re- 
port minutely tothe board everything that he 
does. Feeling confident that he would be 


sustained by the Mayor in his independence, 
Supt. m never takes the trouble to 
inform the Board of what is goingon in the 
Work-house, and never makes a communica- 
tion to the Commissioners except when he 
wants an appointment confirmed or a requis- 
ition approved. President Geo ge Burnet 
and his commissioners have not os officially 
expressed their resentment of this conduct 
of the superintendent, but they are likely to 


do so before jong. 

Ever since he has been in charge ofthe in- 
stitution the superintendent has openly vio- 
lated the law relating to the escape of pris- 
oners. It is: 

Whenever any prisoner shall escape from the 
Work-house the Superintendent snail immediate! 
notify the Mayor and the Chief of Police and she 
provide the latter with a description of the fugitive 
and a statement of the manner of escape, and if he 
fails so to do within twenty-four hours after such 
escape he shall be liable for the amount of fine and 
costs due from such prisoner. 

Supt. hrum does not notify the police 
whenaman escapes from the Work-house. 
Sometimes they do not know of it for days 
afterwards, and then they find it out acci- 
dentally. he last escape ‘from there was a 
case in point. George Sundlin, a man serv- 
ing ayear’s sentence out got away Monday 
through the negligence ofthe guards. Supt. 
Lohrum did not notify the police, and they 
had heard nothing of it yesterday when 
it came to the ears of reporters and they in- 
quired about it at headquarters. Nor had 
the Mayor’s office been notified. A reporter 
of the PosT-DISPATCH went to the Work- 
house, and Clerk Robt. McCormick said the 
guarcs had recaptured the fugitive by a 
search for him near his old haunts. 

Tbe detectives whom Chief Harrigan em- 
ploys in thief-catching work say 
that this disposition of Supt. Loh- 
rum to keep these Work-house escapes 
secret make them much trouble while 
Secretary James W. Brennan anda Judge R. 
J. Claiborne releasing convicts without re- 
ferring the cases tothe police for report and 
with escapes kepta secret for days after they 
occur, a detective does not know what to do 
when he meets a man who he knows should 
be in the Work-house ifthe records are to be 
trusted. If he arrests him the man ay 
show that he has been released 
by Secreta Brennan or Judge 
Claiborne. I he passes him by, he 
may hear the next day that the convict has 
escaped. Generally the detective stops the 
man and questions him. The other day one 
of the officers met a young fellow, who was 
just beginning to gotothe bad, and still had 
much goodin him. The officer knew that the 
man had been sent to the Work-house for 
vagabondage a few days before, and that he 
could not have served out his times, 

**Did you escape?’’ he asked him. 

‘*You betcher life I did,’’ said the fugitive. 
**Dey put me to herdin’ cows by myself, an’ I 
jes tought dat I might as well be at home 
helpin’ my mudder ‘tout doin’ dat tree 
mont’s fur nothin’.’’ 

The man was sent back tothe Work-house,

RHODUS ON DWIGHT. 


The Would-Be Suicide a Graduate of 
Keeley Institute. 


HIS ATTEMPT TO KILL HIMSELF As- 
CRIBED TO THE TREATMENT. 


An Interesting Description of Life and 
Treatment at the Drunkards’ Retreat— 
“‘Jags,’’ the Institute Dog—The Daily 
Influx of Inebriates—Has Never Felt 
Responsible Eince Leaving the Place. 


Alfred Rhodus is stillatthe City Hospital, 
recuperating from the morphine he took on 
Monday night with suicidalintent. He took 
two 10-cent packages of morphine powder 
and a 10-cent package of morphine pills ana 
it took ten hours’ hard work before he could 
be pronounced out of danger. Rhodus is a 
graduate of the Keeley Institute and attrib- 
utes his suicidal attemptto a mania result- 
ing from his treatment at that place. 

‘*I had been ona toot’’ in New York’’’ he 
said ‘‘and my father got me to g0 
to Dwight. When I got to the In 
stitute the doctor had me take of 
my coat. Hecut the sleeve of my shirt, and 
gave me a ‘‘shot’’ or injection, from a bottle 
which contained three or four different 
colors of liquors. The ‘‘barber pole’’ the 
boys call the bottle. They also gave mea 
Httle two ounce bottle of whisky. I said: 
‘Good gracious! I want some whisky! I 
want two quarts’ This made old Dr, 
Biaine laugh. He runs the in- 
stitute. He gave me a bottle 
of stuff’ to take every two . hours. 
Four times a day during my stay I took the 
shot, as they call receivingan injection, and 
Ialso kept up the internal medicine every 
two hours. They alsogave mea little whisky 
three times a day for several days, gradually 
tapering off until the supply fnally ceased 
altogether. 

**I noticed ina few days after taking the 
treatment that my vision became very 
blurred and indistinct anc I could not see at 
allwell, It was hard work to read;a fellow 
could hardly make way with a column a day. 
Ifound everybody else in Dwight affected 
the same way. One also has twitchings and 
contractions ofthe muscles and your throat 
becomes very dry and parched, and you 
could almost lighta match on your tongue. 
The voice is also affected somewhat on ac- 
count of the throat being so dry. 

THE COST. 

**T staid four weeks and it cost me $25 a week 
—$100 in all—for treatment and $7 a week, or 
$28 for my entire stay, for board. Then mem.- 
bership in the Bichloride Gold Club cost 
another dollar, and the badge $1.50 more, It 
is a dull sort of town and the boys had to get 
together in some sort ofa society to pass 
away thetime, We would usually play cards 
in the day time and have meetings twoor 
three timesa weekinthe evening. The main 
talk in these gatherings would be eulogies of 
Dr. Keeley who had done so much forthe 
world. 

‘‘While at Dwight, I did not think or feel 
the same as before I entered. I was so 
reg impregnated with the chemicals 


w 
an allucinations, peculiar and outlandisn 
fancies and grotesque ideas, such as I never 
had before. I could not think or reason 
clearly or lucidly. 

‘‘After leaving Dwight, and ever since, I 
have felt entirely irrespousible for my 
actions, and have felt, as the boys say, ‘Like 
I had a wheel in my head.’ I cameto St. 
Louis and went on the road for a local litho- 
graph concern, I had ho desire 
for Hquor as long as the medicine 
lasted, and after it was gone my 
wiil power was sufficient to enable me to re- 
sist untill was at Memphis. I alightea from 
the train with back-ache and my head mud- 
dled and dizzy. Icailed for a cocktail—the 
first since leaving Dwight. When handed 
me I threw it out, resisted it, and walked to 
the other end of the room. Then I came 
back and called for two more, which I drank. 
Since then 1 have drank whenever I wanted, 
but liquor has not tasted as it did before. It 
seems to make me very sick. 

**On leaving Memphis 1 continued my trip, 
stopping at Birmingham, and from there to 
Atlanta, and when I was not drunk the au- 
thorities locked me up, as they said, formy 
own protection. Then I went over to In- 
dianapolis, where I was half crazy, andl 
tola people [ was going to kill myself. 

‘*I came home and threw up my job. I have 
not been doing much since February. The 
treatment at Dwight left me irresolute and 
unsteady. Before I went there I was toler- 
ably persistent in what I undertook, but 
since thenI have been flighty and erratic. 
Ever since I left DwightI have not had clear 
thought, and did not know iny own mind like 
I used to before 1 went there. I have had 
a suicidal intent, and told my  Obrother, 
Thomas Rhodus, Jr., when he came up from 
Memphis that 1 wanted tomake way with 
myselr. 

**I did intend on Monday night to take my 
life, but lam glad that I did not, and that I 
ain here now, but was sorry last night that I 
did not go, forasItold the doctors I wanted 
to go and show people that an atheist was 
not atraidtodie. My present determination 
now istolive. Thisisthe first time tnat I 
ever attempted to take my life, and Ilin- 
tended to make a success of It. 

‘*We had a good deal of fun there; where 
you take 1,000 drunkards, and every day 
thirty or forty new ones coming in, it {s ex- 
citing, and one has amusement. Every day 
we would go over and meet the train, and 
you would see some comein very weak, and 
some very drunk. There was a dog which 
belonged to the institution, which they called 
**‘Jags,’’ although Dr. Keeley strenuously ob- 
jected to their calling him tbat name. If 
any one who has once been to Dwight ever 
comes back again from any cause for the 
same treatment he is at once run out of town 
by Dr. Keeley. Whatever Keeley says is law 
there, and when he orders a man out of town 
tom omy gO @S no one will give the fellow 

ard.

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A DECAYING COLLEGE. 


Too Much Time Spent on Foreign Lan- 
guages. 

New Yor«, May 18.—The College of the City 
of New York as an educational institution isa 
failure, at least socharge some of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. A meeting 
of the college trustees yesterday was a lively 
one and will doubtiess lead to an interesting 
investigation. ‘The trouble arose over a reso- 
lution offered to have a bill presented to the 
next Legislature asking for the purchase ofa 
proper site and the granting for the purchase 
ofa sufficient sum to erect a new college 
building, asthe present one was said to be 
inadequate. Commissioner Lummis opposed 
this measure, and said the Board of Educa- 
tion was doing all in its power to hinder pub- 
lic education. Quoting from statistics, he 
showed that during the five years’ course at 
the College of the City of New York but six- 
teen hours were spent teaching students the 
English language, while nearly five hundred 
hours were devoted to Greek, Latin, French, 
German, Spanish and other foreign lan- 
guages. At the present time there were iess 
students inthe higher classes ofthe —e 
than itn 1874. This was duetothe changein 
the course of studies. Less than one hundred 
pupils graduated from the college annually.

THE CLOSING ACT OF A TRAGIO WIFE 
MURDER, 


He Met Death Bravely and Was Eesigned 


to His Fate—Perfect Work of the/| 


Deadly Apparatus—Witnesses Agree 
That Life Went Out Instantly—The 
Crime Retold. 


Ausrry, N. Y., May 18.—For the second 
time the State’s original electrical execution 
aparatus was used to-day in Auburn, and in 
the chair where Kemmler was experimented 
upon Jos. L. Tice was electrocuted, being the 
State’s ninth victim. He met death bravely 
and yet not with any bravado, and 6o0 far as 
human ingenuity or science can discover he 
died instantly and without pain. The execu- 
tion lasted but a few seconds, From the 
time the Warden notified him in his cell that 
all was in readiness until death was an- 
nounced was two and one-half minutes. The 
quickest rope execution in this State has 
been timed in tweuty-six minutes. Tice 
passed his last night on earth as quiet and 
collected as he has the previous one of the 
week, and his calmness and evident lack of 
interest in the exact time was certainly re- 
markable. 

The only allusion he made to it last night 
was when he lay down on his cot, saying: 

‘‘lam guite tired, but I shall not be weary 
very long.’’ 

He did not forget his devotions, and as 
usual read a chapter outof the Bible. Tice 
looked as well ifnot better than he had atany 
time since his incarceration. He ate his last 
meal guite heartily, and when asked how he 
felt said: ‘‘Very good except the pain in my 
back.’’ 

At midnight Guard McNaughton awoke the 
prisoner and be arose and dressed. Then he 
was shaved. He said nothing, but after the 
operation was over he lay down in his 
clothes. At 5 o’clock Chaplain Yates and 
Rev. Mr. Penny visited the prisoner and held 
religious devotions. To Mr. Penny he said: 

**My back pains me, but soonl shall know 
no pain.’’ 

The clergyman stayed with him while he 
drank a cup of coffee and ate sparingly. It 
was 6:30 o’clock this morning when the wit- 
nessest who had previously viewed the appa- 
ratus, were notified that their presence Was 
desired, and they filed to their places inthe 
execution room. The same arrangement of 
apparatus was noticed asin the former exe- 
cution, but there was a largely increased 
voltage, and some of the straps to be affixed 
to the face had been changed.

When all had grouped themselves about 
the chair, Electrician Davis pressed the sig- 
nal button five times and the rowof sixteen 
electric lights in the closet glowed brightly. 
He pressed it twice again for more current 
and then quickly switched it intothe row of 
test lampson thechair. The response was 
instantaneous andthe electrician broke the 
connection and took the lamps away. War- 
den Durston tnen stepped tothe door of the 
corridor of Tice’s cell and said: 

**All right, bring him in.’’ 

The guard said, *‘Come, Joseph,’’ and 
Chaplain Yates assisted him to rise. His 
face was ashen pale and every bit of color 
had left his lips. He said nota word, Sut 
took his cane and, without any assistance 
but its friendly support, walked into the 
execution chamber, He glanced neither to 
the right nor left and did not shrink as the 
Warden said, ‘**Sit down, tTice.’’ Not a 
muscle seemed to tremble; there was hardly 
a tremor of the frame, only the 
face devoid of the hue of lHfe and the 
downcast eye gave noticethat he realized 
the awful trial. Netther chaplain or pris- 
oner saida word. More expeditiously than 
can be told the guards affixed the straps, Dr. 
Daniels, whowas incharge, saying as the 
head-strap was affixed: ‘‘A little higher or 
you will break the nose.’’ The head elec- 
trode was the metal cap filled with sponges 
and brings the current to both temples, e 
opposite was fixed tothe calf of the leit leg. 
lt was just 6:38 when he sat down In the chair 
and at exactly 6:39 to the second Dr, Daniels, 
who stood oat in front, raised his hand. 
Warden Brown of Sing Sing hat afew mo- 
ments before turnedon salt water that ran 
from rubber bags through rubber tubes to 
the electrode sponges. 

THE DEADLY CURRENT. 

Electrician Davis moved the switch and the 
body straightened up against the straps, 
1,720 volts were driven through it. For fif- 
teen seconds Dr. Daniels kept his hand raised 
then he dropped it. The body sank back al- 
mostimperceptibly. For three seconds the 
current remained off and during that time 
there was not a quiver of the lips ora move 
ofthe fingers. ‘hen the doctor signalled 
again, and again the body stiffened up as the 
current struck ft. Fifteen seconds it stayed 
so then the current was switched off for five 
seconds. Again the body collapsed but there 
was not the faintest sound and no emission 
fromthe mouth, Ten seconds more of con- 
tact then an interval of five seconds and ten 
more of contact. The man was dead. 

There had been no sign of respiration,there 
was no emission from the mouthand the 
only visible effect of the current was a ~~ 
teaming from the evaporation inthe leg 
lectrode of the salt water and an outer skin 
lister. This was not apparentinthe head 
lectrode. The second pe to the turning

ADRIFT IN A DORY. 


Two Fisherman Who Lost Their Ship in 
a Fog. 

New YorK, May 18.—The two men picked up 
by the steamer La Hesboye, from Antwerp, 
tella remarkable experience with wind and 
wave in a frail craft. The men are John 
Holstatand Harris Atwood, two Gloucester 
fishermen, who were picked up in an ex- 
hausted condition on the afternoon of May 13 
thirty-five miles southwest from La Have 
banks. They had drifted almlessly about in 
their little dory for nearly eighty-four hours 
without any food or water. The men belonged 
to the American schooner Orient and got 


adrift in a dense fog. 

**We were anchored off the Banks of La 
Have,’’ said Atwood yesterday, ‘‘on the 
afternoon of May 10. Most of the crew were 
out in their dories looking after our lines. It 
was a clear afternoon, and there was no evi- 
dence thata fog was coming down upon us. 
Our schooner was Only a short distance from 
us. None ofthe boats were provisioned, for 
we expected to get back before nightfall. 
About 3 o’clock, withouta moment’s notice, 
a fogasdenseas I have ever seen in that 
place swooped down upon us. Itcame so 
suddenly that we were thunderstrusk. It not 
only obscured the Orient, but seemed to 
deaden all sound. 

‘*All during the long hours of Tuesday 

night we rowedand rowed ina vain hope of 
finding our vessel. We were like bling men 
groping about in strange regions. The fog 
was so thick that we could hardly see a boat’s 
length ahead. Occasionally it would lift 
momentarily and then hope would rise with- 
inour breasts. But alas! It would quickly 
settle down again and completely obscure us 
and everything around. Wednesday morn- 
ing came, but we were still in the fog’s awful 
grip. 
‘*Wednesday night the weather became 
quite cold, and it beganto drizzie. This in- 
creased our sufferings tenfold. Thursday 
morning the fog cleared away alittle. I 
summoned strength enough to hoist an oar 
and place a shirt on it as a’signal of distress. 
All that day we patiently waited for a rescu- 
ing ship, but evening came and blighted the 
spark of bope that clear weather gave us. 
Hunger, thirst and exhaustion had now 
seized us. We were in a desperate condition. 
Neither of us had life enough to speak. Wo 
simply laid inthe boat and stared at each 
other. Whatthoughts rushed through our 
minds it would be impossible to recall. We 
cared little then what became of us. Wet, 
hungry and nearly crazed for a drink of 
water, death would have been most wel- 
come, 

‘*Friday dawned clear and cold. Our sig- 
nal of distress was flying, but hope had died. 
Not since we had got adrift aid we sighta 
sail or see a passing steamer. Neither of us 
had strength enough to move a limb. 
Speech seemed to hav® leftus. Our sight 
tuo, seemed weak. I prayed 
never prayed before. Silent, 
less prayers they were, for 
death or rescue. About #8 o’clock Friday 
mn ge we ssghted the smoke of a steam- 
ship.’’ 

‘*The two men,’’ Capt. Mannes sald, ‘‘were 
almost lifeless when we picked them up. 
Neither could talk and they looked as if 
death had come tothem. We lifted them on 
our boatand spent hours in reviving them. 
Wehad to use the most powerful restora- 
tives before they displayed symptoms of re- 
gaining consciousness. Both men had a 
miraculous escape. They could not have 
possibly lived another hour. ’’

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RAISING ANGORA GOATS. 


Californians Moving to Put the Industry in 
Paying Shape. 

New York, May 18.—Mr. Bailey of San Jose, 
Cal., who has been visiting Washington in 
the hope of stirring our Government up to 
some activity in promoting the Angora goat 
industry, is on his way home pretty well 
pleased with the result of his efforts. By 
Secretary Rusk’s advice the breeders whom 
Mr. Bailey represents will give up their at- 
tempts to pass the Dill introduced by Mr. 
Hermann of Oregon calling for an appropria- 
tion of $35,000 to set the Government up in the 
goat-raising business. In consideration of 
this Mr. Rusk will probably work. through 
Secretary Blaine and try to induce Turkey to 

ermit our breeders to a the two or three 
1undred choice animals with their own 
money. Mr. Bailey now possesses 10,000 
Angora goats, 1,000 of them full-blooded, and 
all sprung from an original importation of 
four. There have been no importations from 
Turkey during the last ten years, and the 
need of fresh blood is beginning to be 
seriously felt. It appears from the statistics 
gathered that the Angora goat industry now 
exists In thirty States and all the Territories. 
Six bundred thousand pounds of hair a year 
are raised here,supplying fine plushes for the 
Pullman Car Co. and other large consumers 
and yet the industry Is still in {ts infancy and 
we import ten pounds of mohair for every
